'JOHN A. SUTTER. 


Bullied by tho Discovery of Uol.ll In 


California. 


Gen. John Augustus Sutler, on whose 


ranch gold was first discovered in Cali- 
fornia, died on Friday in Made's Hotel 
in Washington. 
General Slitter was 


born in Kandorn, Baden, on Feb. 15, 
1803. He was graduated from the Mil- 
itary College in Berne, Switzerland, and 
soon afterward came to this country to 
seek his fortune. 
He went to tht ex- 


treme West and began trading with the 
Indians near Sante Fe, New Mexico. 
In 1838 he crossed the Rocky Mountains 
to see for himself the country now called 
California, but then under the control 
of the Mexican Government. 
After 
visiting Fort Vancouver and the Sand- 
wich Islands, he was stranded, in 1830, 
on the coast in the Bay of San Francis- 
co. 'On the Sacramento 
River, and 


about 120. miles from San Francisco, he 
settled and the Mexican authorities 
made him Governor of the northern 
frontier territory, 
besides presenting 


him with a tract of land, where he nad 
located his immense ranch. 
Ho owned 


many thousand head of cattle and ac- 
quired great wealth and power. 
Those 


were the days when emigrants crossed 
the plains and mountains from the East- 
ern and Middle States, and hundreds 
perished in the journey. General Sutler 
was known as the most hospitable man 
on the Weslern coast. Any emigrants 
whose sufferings he could learn of ho 
hastened to relieve. He has been known 
to equip relief expeditions and send 
them to emigrant trains said to be in 
need as far as 200 or even 500 miles 
from his ranch. His ranch was free to 
allcomers as guests, and it resembled in 
that respect a hotel rather than a pri- 
vate gentleman's ranch. 


General Sutler spoke fluently French, 


Spanish, Italian, German and English. 
He was medium height, rather stoutly 
built, wore usually side whiskers and 
imperial, that were silvery white when 
he .died and his manner was kindly 
and courteous. 
When he visited San 
Francisco his hand ached with the 
•bakes given it by the scores whom he 
had befriended on their perilous jour- 
ney across the plains. 


When the Mexican war ended the 


Guadalupe-Hidalgo treaty was made, 
and, provided by the treaty, commis- 
sioners were appointed to report to the 
two Governments on the claims to land 
given formerly in California by tho 
Mexican Govprnment. General Sutler's 
claim for his ranch was favorably re- 
ported on. 
JBnt about that lime, in 


February, 1848, gold was discovci-od 
in a mill race in one of General Suiter's 
saw mills. His ranch was at once over- 
run by gold seekers. 
His laborers de- 


serted him and dug for gold. Finally, 
nearly his entire ranch was cut up and 
subdivided into claims. In less than a 
year General Sutler was ruined, and, 
excepting an annual allowance from tie 
State of California as an indemnity for 
the loss of his estate, he has been with- 
out means. 
He retired to the village of 


Litiz, Lancaster County, Pa., with his 
wife, who now lives there and occupies 
a little cottage. A claim on Ihe United 
Slates Government for $50,000, for hia 
estate in California, was introduced in 
Cougress in the last session. 
General 


Sutler had sol his heart upon gelling 
the claim honored aud was in Washing- 
ton endeavoring to secure its passage 
when it adjourned without appropri- 
ating the money. It is believed by his 
friends that his death was hastened by 
the failure. He died on the day after the 
.adjournment of Congrees. 
His son is a 


Consul to Acapulco. The body is to bg 
taken to Litiz for burial. 


Mr. Louis Leland, who was in 1SSS 


in charge of the Occidental Hotel in 
San Fraticisco and who now conduoU 
the Sturtevant House in Ihis oily, had a 


: national flag at half mast on the hoUl 
. yesterday out of respect to the meniorj 
of General Sutler. Mr. Leland said last 
evening: " General Suiter was a kind 
of grand seigneur on the Pacific coast in 
the old days, and it is shameful that he 
has not been able to get even a tithe 
of property taken from him in the 
rush after gold. 
He was genial, hos- 


pitable, honorable and a gentleman. 
But he had not the business tacl to 
struggle with the world."—N. Y. Suit

It was in 1852 that Ihis sovereign's 


life was tried for the first time, and fiU' 
other attempt was made upon it by a 
Radical shoemaker in 1853. 
This year 


—1853—was prolific in regicidal out- 
rages, for a traitor called Libenyi Iricd 
in February to murder tho Emperor 
Francis Joseph at Vienna, while in. 
March a soldier sought to dispose of 
the reigning Duke of Parma, Charles 
III. Three years passed now without 
any more crimes of this sort; but in 
1S5G 
Napoleon III. was twice put in 


peril of his life, both his aggressors 
(Pinnori and Bellamare) being Italians. 
It is said that after the attempt of Bel- 
lamare tho Ernpuror took to wearing a 
skirt of mail under his linen. 
It was 


not, however, until after the fearful en- 
terprise of Orsini, on January 14, 1858, 
that he got to be so seriously unnerved 
as to live in constant dread of assassina- 
tion. 
Count Felice Orsini was not a 


mere vulgar fanatic, but a gentleman 
by birth, education and fortune. 
An 


ardent patriot, and a partisan of the 
unification of Ilaly, his grudge agaiust 
Napoleon HI. was lhat the latter, when 
apolitical lefugee in Italy, had joined 
a Free Masonic lodge, and sworn oaths 
which, by and by, as Emperor, he had 
neglected to fulfill. 
Principally as re- 


gards Rome, Orsini was furious at see- 
in* the temporal power of the Pope 
maintained by a French garrison of 
18,000 men, and two years before at- 
tempting Napoleon's life ho wrote anon- 
ymously to warn him that the Carbona- 
ro lodges had decreed his death and 
that the sentence would infallibly be 
carried out if tho imperial policy lo- 
ward Italy wore not altered. 
Had 


Count Orsha's accomplices—Pierri, Ru- 
clio, and Gomez—been men of his met- 
.tle and 
determination, the attempt 


against Napoleon on the night of Jan. 
14, 1858, must have been crowned with 
success; but they were poor ignorant 
cravens, who did thoir work for pay, 
uqt from conviction, and their hearts 
failed them at the critical moment. 
Each of them had been provided wilh 
two explosive shells which were to be 
thrown under the Emperor's carriage 
as il drove up to the opera. Orsini 
threw his two shells and Pierri one, but 
Ihe other two men ran off in a fright 
when they heard the first explosion. 
The damage done by tho shells was 
ghastly. Five people were killed out- 
right and nine wounded; all the soldiers 
of'llie mounted escort were bruised or 
scratched; Ihe Emperor's coachman fell 
off his box stunned on lo Ihe carcass of 
one of his horses who lay dead, and one 
of Ihe footmen was blown twenty yards 
off, with his skull battered in. Mean- 
while, hundreds of panes of glass in the 
street had been smashed, all the gas- 
lamps were extinguished and in the 
darkness there resounded an appalling 
tumult of plunging horses and shrieking 
women. Lanterns and torches had lo 
be brought oul of the opera, and then 
it was seen that the Imperial coach was 
a complete wreck. How the Emperor 
and Empress managed to escape, with 
not so much as a singed hair or a cut 
finger, is nothing-short of marvelous. 
Apparent^* not daunted in Ihe leasl by 
what had happened, llio Empress said 
to the Emperor, " ^Ve must go into the 
bouse to show i.lu-m wo arc not afraid," 
and a few minutes later tho entry of llio 
Imperial couple into their box "became 
Ihe signal for a magnificent ovation, all 
the spectators rising .en masse and 
cheering 
to 
tho 
echo. 
Neverthe- 


less, from this time Napoleon III. was 
an altered man. In the following year 
he undertook the war agaiusl Austria 
for the liberation of Italy, and ever 
afterward he went in fear" of his life. 
Not a coward's fear, for ho was a thor- 
oughly brave man, but a fear which the 
French call crainte raismnee. He ex- 
pected to be murdered, and took the 
minutest precautions to insure that the 
Government should bo carried on by a 
strong regency in case of his demise. 
He never went out without leaving di- 
rections as to where Ihe latest copy of 
his will was to be found; and at times, 
when he was iu low spirits, he used to 
say tlial he had dreamed lie should be 
assassinated within such and such a 
time. 
During the remainder of his 


reign all Italians visiting Franco were 
required to exhibit passports, and if not 
persons of undoubted respectability, 
were closely watched till an excuse was 
found for expelling them from the 
country. In despite of these precau- 
tions, Napoleon's life was again attempt- 
ed, by an Italian, in 186.'!, while in 1866 
three other intriguers of Oreini's inter- 
esting country—Greco, Trabuco and 
Impcralpro—entered into a murderous 
plot against his life, which was happily 
nipped in the bud by Ihe police. There 
is sail! lo have been another and more 
mysterious attempt against the 
Era 


peror, of which the pu'blic heard noth- 
. ing, except by rumor. A gamekeeper, 
of the foresl of Comgiogne, shot at His 
Majesty while the latter was eno-agod 
in a pleasant balluc; but one o? "he 
equerries in attendance on Napoleon 
discharged both tho barrels of 
his 


breech-loader into the head of tho mur- 
derer and killed him on the spol. So 
the story runs; but whether it bo a true 
one or not will probably never be known 
till some of -the sncrel memoirs of the 
imperial era come to light.--Cor»/«'M 
Magazine. 


John Hepner is a noted citizen of 


Reading, Pa.—not particularly in bis 
own personality, but on account of 
forty-two children, living and dead, who 
called him father. 
He is a lucky family 


man. He was born in Germany in 1815, 
married in 18-10; his wife lived eight 
years, and left him with seventeen chil- 
dren, the oldest two being only seven 
years old. Tho Hock were taken in 
charge by a young lady acquaintance of 
the first wife, and she became Mrs. 
Hepner, aud increased the family jusl 
one year after tho firsl Mrs. Hepner's 
death. 
In nine years she died, the 


mother of fifteen children. Mr. Hepner 
imrnigraled to Ihis country in 1854. His 
second wife died in 1857. In 1858 he 
married a widow wilh one child, and 
gave an increase of nine little Hepners 
in ten years. The couple arc still living 
in Reading, antl for' the last twelve 
j-ears their domestic life has been one 
of quiet ?,nd freedom from fresh squalls. 
John Hopncr's .luck in marriage was un- 
commonly good, and few men have 
made a better family record than he.—• 
Exchange.

since was recorded a very noat case of 
theft, of which o. suburban tradesman 
was the unwilling victim. One of his 
light carts was out delivering goods 
and taking orders, anil in the. course of 
its circuit came to a stop in Makla-vale.

The prolilograph is a new automatic 


device for tracing the profile of a road 
or district. It consists essentially of a 
two-wheeled carriage having suspended 
from the body between the wheels a 
heavy pendulum, free to swing in a line 
with the direction in which the carriage 
moves. 
As the carriage is drawn by a 


horse over the ground, tiie pendulum 
maintains a vertical position, whether 
moving on a level or up or down hill 
The upper end of the pendulum, above 
the point of support, carries a pencil 
that touches a ribbon of paper moved 
by clockwork or Ijy the. movement of 
the wheels of the carriage, ami, as long 
as the carriage, is moving, makes a trace 
on the paper that is, as may be readily 
seen, a profile of the country passed 
over by the machine. 
At the same 


time one of the wheels, by a simplu 
pedometric device, gives the distance 
traversed and makes a scale for com- 
parison with the profile trace, to shov\ 
the relations of the two measures o{ 
height and distance passed over by the 
machine. — Sa'ibiier.
